Where these were not used the word 
was passed around as to the time and 
place'of the next meeting. The object ot 
.he bell is to call the faithful together, 
tn blessing the bell 
the specially 


blessed holy water is usedHo wash the 
bell, coming from the custom of ring- 
ing the bell at baptism. Water is used 
to purify the bell as the sacrament is 
used to purify the soul. 


The bell is used to ring out the glad 


news when there is a class confirmed. 
At baptism the joyous peala of the bell 
announce the advent of a child born 
unto God, and enrolled under his ban- 
ner to fight for Christ and the church. 
The sacrament of baptism cleanses us 
and the rites of confirmation makes us 
soldiers of Sod and heirs to heaven. In 
sickness we are provided with ex- 
treme unction, enabling us to make a 
final effort to save our soul. 
As the 


holy chrism is used in extreme unction 
it Is used in the blessing ot the bell 
which will tell the sad news of another 
soul gone into the presence of God. So 
the aid of the sick is placed upon It 
to give it ft healing tone. 


As in the baptism of a child it is 


necessary to give a name to the bell. 
It has .been named in honor of Rev. 
Laughney, whose efforts secured it to 
the church. 
The bell has been called 


St. Patrick, after his patron saint. 


It will be the voice of St. Patrick 


himself that bids you to the rites of 
baptism and confirmation.

If you have 
never seen the operation, just spread a 
soiled note upon a marble slab and use 
a small brush that has been well soap- 
ed and go to work scrubbing, lightly, 
of course. 
But a few strokes are nec- 


essary to secure a clean note. 
I give 


my personal attention to all the paper 
money brought into my household, and 
I tell you I feel repaid for the little 
work It causes. I can see every reason 
why there should be a person em- 
ployed in the banking houses for this 
particular duty. 
Certainly the neg- 


lect in doing so gives ample cause for 
complaint from the 'patrons concerning 
the dirty, oily notes that are too fre- 
juently handed to them. They may be 
full of germs which, of course,

resent the fact as a personal attack 
on the community. 


The Herald a month ago printed an 


account of the suspicious epidemic in 
the neighborhood of Boody and a copy 
of that paper was sent to the state 
board but as the local medical corps 
did not ask for an expert investiga- 
tion one was not made till the later 
case occurred. 


Even now with the warning and the 


rapid spread of the disease no suffici- 
ent precautions are being taken and 
persons having friends or relatives in 
the infested district would be wise to 
ask them to postpone any visits to 
the city until a future time.

Investigations at University Establish 


Important Fact. 


The December number of the Journal 


of the American Chemical society con- 
tains a very complete report of work, 
which has been done by the Illinois 
experiment station in investigating the 
reasons why alfalfa is not more com- 
monly a successful crop in Illinois and 
the adjoining states. These investi- 
gations have shown conclusively that 
alfalfa can be grown successfully if the 
soil is first provided with the proper 
bacteria, that is, with 
the bacteria 


which have the power to live upon the 
roots of alfalfa and thus enable it 
to procure nitrogen from the unlimited 
supply of the atmosphere. 


It has been found altogether practic- 


able- and not an expensive process to 
inoculate the soil with the alfalfa bac- 
teria. The experiment station 
has 


proved conclusively that the presence 
or the absence of these "nitrogen gath- 


south carried a car load of coal eon- 
signed to atewardson.
